Survey hints at 
bump in Oilers 
ticket prices 


Hockey. Current 
owners of season seats 
worried new prices 
will only fit companies

Getting up close to the Copper 
and Blue could cost a lot more 
if proposed prices the Oilers 
sent to season-ticket-holders 
in a survey become a reality. 

Current holders got the 
survey, which identifies a 
range of possible season ticket 
options for the new rink, ran¬ 
ging from a high of $14,400 
per seat for new theatre boxes 
down to $1,950 for seats in the 
upper bowl. 

The survey makes it clear 
that the seat prices are not set 
in stone and asks respondents 
to weigh in on the cost. 

Melanie Gesy, who has had 
her season tickets for more 
than a decade, said it was 


stunning to see the possible 
prices. 

“We were all shocked at 
the dollar values they were 
even contemplating,” she said. 

Gesy said the prices seem 
much higher than the current 
Rexall Place and she believes 
it’s pitched at a corporate 
audience. 

Season-ticket-holder Keriy 
Rusk said she was disappoint¬ 
ed to see only a few different 
options for seat prices. She 
said currently in Rexall, the 
upper bowl has several differ¬ 
ent price points, but the new 
arena doesn’t seem to have 
those options. 

“If you’re sitting in the up¬ 
per bowl behind the nets you 
all have one price,” she said. 

In addition to the upper 
and lower bowl tickets, the 
survey offers information on 
tickets in two lounge spaces, 
as well as loge seating, which 
is a cluster of seats around a 
table. 

No one from the Oilers was 
available to speak with media 
on Sunday.

Uber may face 
provincial 
hurdle, as well 

If ride-share company Uber 
manages to steer around 
the roadblocks in city 
regulations, they could hit 
a brick wall with provincial 
rules. 

The city started the pro¬ 
cess towards a court injunc¬ 
tion on Thursday, but has 
also pledged to continue 
to work with the company 
on new regulations that 
would allow transporta¬ 
tion network companies to 
operate. 

If the city does draft new 
regulations, it will face a 
provincial hurdle, as well. 

The provincial govern¬ 
ment says anyone who is 
compensated for driving 
requires a class-four licence, 
and that despite Uber’s 
recent move to offer free 
rides in Edmonton, it’s still 
outside provincial legisla¬ 
tion. 

“It doesn’t matter if 
Uber isn’t charging for 
rides. If they’re paying their 
drivers they require class- 
four licenses,” said Chris¬ 
tine Way, press secretaiy 
to transportation minister 
Wayne Diysdale. 

Way said the province 
doesn’t specifically plan 
any legal action against the 
company, but expects local 
law enforcement to enforce 
existing legislation. 

Coun. Scott McKeen 
said he’s pleased the city 
is continuing to work with 
the company, but believes 
the new regulations will 
require that rideshare com¬ 
panies meet the provincial 
standards. 

“I don’t think we’re 
going to bend on ‘You need 
a class-four license and you 
need commercial insur¬ 
ance,”’ he said.

For Aaron Bercovich, Lego is 
more than a hobby—it’s a pas¬ 
sion. 

The 21-year-old Edmonton 
man, who has autism, first 
started building with Lego as a 
way to develop his communica¬ 
tion skills, but is now turning 
his talent for creating intricate 
models and sculptures into a 


marketable skill. 

Lego Art by Aaron is a 
one-of-a-kind business, which 
promises to transform photos 
into portraits using Lego and 
create original nameplates 
using the tiny building blocks. 

Aaron’s dad, Marvin Ber¬ 
covich, said the business al¬ 
lows his son to capitalize on his 
skills. 

“He may be autistic and he 
doesn’t talk much, but he’s 
really good about following 
instructions, particularly any¬ 
thing that has visual instruc¬ 
tions,” he said. 

Thanks to software that can 
digitize any image, Aaron uses 
a photo grid to create an ori¬ 
ginal piece of art. 


“When he got out of high 
school it was quite obvious he 
wasn’t going to be going on to 
post-secondary education, so 
we were looking for something 
for him to do that would be a 
contribution both to himself 
and possibly the community,” 
Bercovich said. 

Ben Weinliclc of Skills Soci¬ 
ety works with Edmonton fam¬ 
ines who have adult children 
with disabilities and has helped 
Aaron create his business. 

“This is just the beginning 
of launching it and getting it 
out there,” he said. 

Weinliclc said Aaron’s stoiy 
shows that people with disabil¬ 
ities shouldn’t get lumped into 
devalued roles in society.

Not including police or Ed¬ 
monton Transit, the city saw 
1,025 crashes in 2012, 1,200

in 2013 and 1,206 last year. 

The vast majority of those 
are property-damage colli¬ 
sions, but there are some 
cases of vandalism. 

A small amount of the col¬ 
lisions lead to injuries, with 
29 in 2013 and 32 injuiy colli¬ 


sions last year. 

Fleet safety supervisor Bill 
Horne said his team tries to 
lower that number when pos¬ 
sible, but the city and its road 
network are both growing. 

“If your fleet size is grow¬ 
ing all the time and you’re 
travelling more kilometres, 
your numbers are going to 
increase,” he said. 

The cost of the colli¬ 
sions is harder to pin down, 
but in 2014 the city paid 
out $874,559 in third-party 
claims, while also receiving 
$118,559 back from other in¬ 
surance companies. 

In 2013 the city paid out 


$1,063,874 in claims and re¬ 
ceived $351,828 back. The 
city also paid for $694,616 in 
body work for city vehicles. 
Some of that is covered under 
insurance, but the majority is 
an additional cost. 

Horne said the city is 
constantly investigating col¬ 
lisions to determine what 
happened and also has an in¬ 
ternal demerit system for city 
drivers. 

“We manage it that way 
and if someone gets too 
many demerits on their city 
permit, they are suspended 
from driving for a period of 
time.”

Student union 
concerned about 
bursary criteria 


University of Alberta. 

President concerned 
eligibility requirements 
favour those most likely 
to succeed, leaving 
others marginalized

With more financial sup¬ 
port up for grabs for the 
University of Alberta’s 
international students, the 
institution’s student lead¬ 
ers are questioning if it’s 
going to those who need it 
most. 

Since last year, the U of 
A has more than doubled 
emergency bursaries for 
international students — 
upping the available sup¬ 
port from $125,000 in 2013- 
2014 to $278,000 budgeted 
for the current school 
year. 

The bursary, which is 
designed for students who 
find themselves in a sticky 
financial situation for a var¬ 
iety of reasons, can receive 
up to $3,000 to help cover 
three months of living ex¬ 
penses, said Lisa Collins, U 
of A’s vice-provost and uni¬ 
versity registrar. 

Collins said the univer¬ 
sity recognizes that circum¬ 
stances for every student 


are unique and the emer¬ 
gency bursaries are admin¬ 
istered accordingly. 

“Our commitment is to 
support them as best as we 
can, recognizing of course 
that resources are limited 
and we need to allocate 
them fairly,” she said. 

This year alone, the uni¬ 
versity has received 60 stu¬ 
dent applications for the 
bursary, which is up from 
51 applications last year. 

While the bursary is 
funded through inter¬ 
national student differen¬ 
tial fees, U of A Student 
Union president William 
Lau questioned if the bur¬ 
sary might marginalize cer¬ 
tain students. 

“Looking at their eligi¬ 
bility criteria, they fund 
students most likely to 
succeed,” he said. “I think 
that’s one area where, 
understandably from their 
perspective, they want to 
fund students with satisfac¬ 
tory academic criteria and 
they fund students they’re 
more likely to retain and 
keep on campus.” 

Lau said some students 
who might not be per¬ 
forming well academically 
due to financial pressures 
could miss out on the bur¬ 
sary. 

“I would have to say we 
could do a much better job 
pulling students out of the 
gutter,” he said. 


Soldier presumed dead in avalanche 


Sgt. Mark Anthony Salesse 
had just completed an ardu¬ 
ous and world-famous ice¬ 
climbing route in the north¬ 
ern portion of Banff National 
Park and was about halfway 
done with the descent when 
he was caught in an avalanche 
and swept off a 60-metre cliff. 

He is presumed dead. 

“My only consolation at 
this time is that Mark was 
doing what he loved best,” 
said his mother, Liz Quinn, 


on Saturday afternoon from 
her home in Moncton, N.B., 
while Parks Canada officials 
conducted avalanche control 
on the slopes above the site 
where they believe her son 
was buried by snow some 48 
hours earlier. 

Brian Webster, Parks Can¬ 
ada incident commander for 
the search operation, said 
the overhead avalanche risk 
made it simply “too danger¬ 
ous” on Saturday to send 


search crews into the area, 
after initially flying over 
the site Friday and assessing 
that “the climber had been 
completely buried in the ava¬ 
lanche.” 

The avalanche occurred 
when the climber was tra¬ 
versing a snow slope from 
one pitch of ice to another on 
the nine-pitch route, Webster 
said. 

“It was a small avalanche 
but it pushed the climber 


over a 60-metre cliff,” Web¬ 
ster said. 

On Sunday, with the ava¬ 
lanche control successful, 
Webster said a team of six 
visitor safety specialists and 
two dog handlers flew to the 
site by helicopter and began 
conducting a ground search. 

“It’s a difficult area to ac¬ 
cess and it’ll be a difficult 
area to search,” he said.

Fahmy faces retrial 
on terror charges 


Cairo. Mohamed Fahmy 
gave up his Egyptian 
citizenship to secure his 
release; now he faces a 
Feb. 12 court date 


Canadian journalist Mohamed 
Fahmy is set to face a retrial on 
terrorism-related charges in 
Cairo this Thursday, a develop¬ 
ment his family called their 
“worst nightmare.” 

Fahmy — who has spent 
more than a year in an Egyp¬ 
tian prison — was expected to 
be set free after former Foreign 
Affairs Minister John Baird said 
just days ago that his release 
was “imminent.” 

But Fahmy’s family said 
Sunday the 40-year-old journal¬ 
ist and his Egyptian colleague 
will now be re-tried on Feb. 12. 

“The trial date on Feb. 12 
represents our worst night¬ 
mare, to have to go through 
another circus of a retrial,” 
said Fahmy’s brother, Adel.

Boko Haram hits

Violence. Explosion 
kills one, injures at least

Boko Haram staged an over¬ 
night assault on a border town 
in Niger and a shell struck a 
market in the same town a 
few hours later, witnesses and 
the countiy’s defence minis¬ 
ter said Sunday, in a sign the 
extremists’ offensive against 
the West African nation was 
intensifying. 

The attack on the town of 
Diffa began Saturday night, 
and fighting between Boko 
Haram and Niger’s army lasted 
until 5 a.m. toward the town’s

extremists were forced to flee 
and calm was restored, Diffa 
resident Adam Boulcar said. 

It was the second time the 
town had come under attack 
by Boko Haram since Friday. 

A few hours after the at¬ 
tack was repulsed, a shell fired 
by Boko Haram struck Diffa’s 
pepper market, which attracts 
traders and customers from 
Nigeria and other countries in 


the region, Defence Minister 
Mahamadou Karijo told state 
media Sunday night. Karijo 
said one person was killed and 
at least six people were injured 
in the explosion. No casualty 
figures were provided for the 
earlier attack on the town. 

Niger’s lawmakers are ex¬ 
pected to vote Monday on a 
deployment of troops to fight 
Boko Haram, and Karijo called 
for “a large demonstration to 
support our army.” 

The minister’s account 
of the market explosion dif¬ 
fered from those of several 
Diffa residents, who earlier 
in the day said it was a sui¬ 
cide attack, a common tactic 
employed by Boko Haram at 
crowded markets and bus sta¬ 
tions in Nigeria.

Attacks launched 
on 56ISIL targets: General 


Jordan has launched 56 air- 
strikes against the Islamic State 
of Iraq and the Levant’s (ISIL’s) 
weapons depots, training cen¬ 
tres and militaiy barracks since 
militants released a video of 
them burning a Jordanian pi¬ 
lot to death, Jordan’s air force 
chief said Sunday. 

Meanwhile, a squadron 
of F-16 fighter jets from the 
United Arab Emirates arrived 
in Jordan. The UAE has said 
it is sending the warplane to 
support the kingdom, and a 
Jordanian government official 
has said they will participate in 
airstrikes on ISIL targets. 

Jordanian officials vowed to 
harshly retaliate for the slay¬ 
ing of the pilot, Lt. Muath al- 
Kaseasbeh, who was set ablaze 
while trapped in a cage. 

Since Thursday, the Jordan¬ 
ian air force has attacked and 
destroyed 56 ISIL targets, the 
air force chief, Gen. Mansour 
al-Jabour, told reporters. This 
includes 19 targets on the first 
day, 18 on the second and 19 
on the third, he said. 

“We achieved what we 
were looking for: Revenge for 
Muath,” the general said.

At least 25 killed

Two staff members of a Syd¬ 
ney cafe revealed in interviews 
broadcast Sunday how they 
plotted to stab a gunman who 
held them hostage during a 16- 
hour siege in December, while 
two others described how they 
escaped the ordeal. 

Joel Herat, 21, and Jarrod 
Morton-Hoffman, 19, said in 
paid interviews broadcast by 
Nine Network television that 
they armed themselves with 
box cutters after gunman Man 
Haron Monis took them and 
16 other people hostage in the 
Lindt cafe in downtown Sydney. 

“I’ve got this knife in my 


pocket and I know Joel has a 
knife in his pocket and we are 
so close, we can do this,” Mor- 
ton-Hoffinan said. 

“But he had his gun. He had 
it on his knee and I could see 
that it was pointed directly at 
Julie Taylor,” a pregnant hos¬ 
tage, Morton-Hoffman said. 

Meanwhile, staffers Bae Jie- 
un, 20, who was on her first day 
back after a vacation, and Elly 
Chen, 22, who had been em¬ 
ployed for less than a week, told 
Seven Network television in 
paid interviews how Bae quietly 
unbolted an internal door to en¬ 


able both to escape. 

The cafe’s 34-year-old man¬ 
ager, Tori Johnson, was killed 
after Monis forced him to kneel 
on the floor and then fired a 
cartridge to the back of his head 
with a sawed-off shotgun after 
a second group of hostages es¬ 
caped, a coroner’s court was 
told last month. 

Police stormed the cafe, 
fatally shooting Monis and acci¬ 
dentally killing Katrina Dawson, 
a 38-year-old lawyer, with bullet 
fragments that ricocheted. 

Monis, a 50-year-old Iranian- 
born, self-styled cleric with a 


long criminal histoiy, took the 
customers and workers captive 
and forced them to outline his 
demands in a series of online 
videos — including that he 
be permitted to speak to Aus¬ 
tralia’s prime minister and be 
delivered a flag of the Islamic 
State of Iraq and the Levant 
(ISIL), the coroner was told. 

The coroner’s inquest is 
looking into how police man¬ 
aged the crisis, including 
whether snipers should have 
taken a shot at Monis through 
the cafe’s windows. 

Separately, Prime Minister 
Tony Abbott last week received 
a report on a government 
review of the siege and the 
events leading to it. The review, 
expected to be released in a 
month, examined why Monis 
was free on bail despite facing a 
string of violent charges.

‘Sharing economy’ 
reshaping markets

Want to make a bit of ex¬ 
tra cash driving strangers 
around in your car, taking 
care of someone’s dog, rent¬ 
ing your apartment or cook¬ 
ing a meal? Welcome to the 
sharing economy. 

With Internet-based apps 
and services such as Uber and 
Airbnb, you make money, and 
the consumer saves. So it’s a 
win-win? That’s the multibil- 
lion-dollar question. 

The new way of operating 
has been reshaping entire 
economic sectors, with the 
promise of improved effi¬ 
ciency and more flexibility. 

The spectacular rise of 
ride-sharing, home-sharing 
and other services has turned 
economic models upside 
down, and fuelled complaints 
that these services skirt rules 
on safety, consumer protec¬ 
tion and labour rights. 

Some economists say this 
“peer-to-peer” model offers 
numerous advantages by tap¬ 
ping underutilized resources. 

The sharing economy “can 
improve consumer welfare 
by offering new innovations, 
more choices, more service 
differentiation, better prices 
and higher quality services,” 
says a study by George Mason 
University economists. 

Christopher Koopman, an 
author of the George Mason 
report, said the sharing econ¬ 
omy “allows people to take 
idle capital and turn (it) into 
revenue sources.” 

“People are taking spare 
bedrooms, cars, tools they are 
not using and becoming their 
own entrepreneurs.” 

There is no official def¬ 
inition of the sharing econ-

omy. Some include deliveiy 
services such as Instacart and 
Postmates; neighbour-sharing 
platforms like Peerby; pet¬ 
sitting service DogVacay; and 
the restroom service Airpnp. 

The research firm PwC 
estimates that by 2025, five 
sharing economy segments 
(finance, online staffing, ac¬ 
commodation, car-sharing 
and music or video streaming) 
could be worth $335 billion 
US, up from $15 billion today. 

“The sharing economy 
will be part of the overall 
economy going forward,” said 
technology strategist Maiy 
Jesse. “Some industries — like 
taxi services in transporta¬ 
tion and B&B rentals in travel 
— will be completely trans¬ 
formed, while others, such 
as financial services, will be 
only peripherally impacted. 


This is part of the ‘technology 
revolution,’ as well as a new 
norm.” 

Uber is the best-known 
platform in the sharing econ¬ 
omy, having reached a valua¬ 
tion of $40 billion US while 
expanding to more than 200 
cities in 54 countries. 

But Uber and similar ser¬ 
vices like Lyft and Sidecar 
have fueled heated protests 
from taxi drivers, who com¬ 
plain that the new entrants 
don’t have to meet the same 
requirements for licensing, 
safety and insurance, making 
the competition unfair. 

Airbnb, the leading on¬ 
line platform for peer-to-peer 
lodging, has sparked similar 
complaints from the hotel 
sector. Responding to com¬ 
plaints, the San Francisco 
startup recently expanded ef¬ 
forts to collect lodging taxes 
in some locations. 

Other services in the shar¬ 
ing economy include “Feast- 
ly,” which allows individuals 
to cook meals for customers; 
Vinted, a marketplace for un¬ 
wanted clothing; and Lending 
Club, one of several platforms 
for peer-to-peer loans.

In August 2013, city council approved a conten¬ 
tious rezoning proposal for the downtown Mol- 
son Brewery site, since renamed the Edmonton 
Brewery District. It would allow the landowners 
to build a suburban-style power centre, despite 
opposition from residents. It was later revealed 
that city administration believed its design was 
inappropriate for a dense urban-core and future 
LRTline. 

Residents no doubt left the marathon debate 
disappointed if not angry, but there was a con¬ 
ciliatory prize: The city would conduct a “land 
use study”—a policy for future 104 Avenue de¬ 
velopment that would give them a say. 

Nearly two years later, the 84-page docu¬ 


ment debuted at an open-house audience of 70 
last Tuesday. 

It contains images of a reimagined corridor 
that’s more San Francisco than Edmonton, with 
streetcar-style LRT, terrace restaurants, store¬ 
fronts below apartments and, generally speak¬ 
ing, people looking much happier than those to¬ 
day bombarded with six lanes of traffic and big- 
box stores. 

There’s a survey on the 104 Avenue corridor 
plan online until Friday. 

Senior planner Travis Pawlylc led the progres¬ 
sive design plan. Though he won’t go as far as 
calling it a reaction to residents’ and planners’ 
attempts to improve the Brewery District de¬ 
sign, he admits the current shape of the avenue 
is “not a comfortable pedestrian environment.” 

The main reason is the seas of parking be¬ 
tween the sidewalks and businesses. The city 


hopes future development will see buildings 
and front doors right at the edge of the side¬ 
walks, like on Whyte Avenue. But, like many of 
the plan’s most attractive elements—mixed-use 
structures, reusing heritage buildings, covered 
parking—it’s merely “encouraged.” 

That word appears 47 times in the document 
(by my count), revealing the limitations of zon¬ 
ing bylaws and ability to retroactively fix mis¬ 
takes. The fact is, the land is privately owned. In 
fact, two companies, First Capital Realty and Sun 
Life, hold the vast majority of land between 124 
and 111 Street, including the Brewery District 
under construction. 

The city can require new construction to 
meet some criteria, specifically around the fu¬ 
ture West LRT line stations. But without buy-in 
from landowners, the big-picture plan is more 
request than requirement. 


More importantly, the vision requires fund¬ 
ing —which neither it nor the proposed LRT 
have, hence Pawlylc and staffs frequent remind¬ 
ers that this is “not going to happen overnight.” 

It’s tempting to think it can, what with the 
museum and arena under construction on the 
west side of the road. 

“That’s a once-in-a-generational-construc- 
tionboom,” reminds Pawlylc. 

His projected timeline for the new 104 Av¬ 
enue is 25 years. 

There a palpable feeling of futility at the 
open house: Here, in a transitory neighbour¬ 
hood, where few stick around for 10 years let 
alone 25, residents were invited to consult on a 
project with no funding, that many won’t have 
much use for once it’s complete. 

“That’s the nature of long-term planning,” 
says Pawlylc. “You don’t build cities in a year.”

With virtually eveiyone spend¬ 
ing increasingly more time 
plugged in to the Internet, 
some are considering a digital 
detox, an extended time-out 
from the online world. 

Prolific political writer 
Andrew Sullivan recently an¬ 
nounced plans for a break 
from blogging after 15 years 
of pounding the keyboard. In a 
note to readers on his website, 
The Dish, Sullivan wrote of be¬ 
ing “saturated in digital life” 
and wanting to “return to the 
actual world again.” 

Last May, actor and comed¬ 
ian Patton Oswalt also posted 
a lengthy note on Faceboolc 
announcing a summer hiatus 
from social media. “If I don’t, I 
feel like my psyche is going to 
suffer permanent slippage,” he 
wrote. 

Michael Harris documented 
a month spent without his 
phone or Internet access in 
his book The End of Absence: 
Reclaiming What We’ve Lost 
in a World of Constant Con¬ 
nection (HarperCollins). The 
Vancouver native said he 
came away from his digital 
detox feeling the need to

be less passive with his tech 
use. “These technologies are 
veiy ruthlessly designed to cap¬ 
italize on really basic animal in¬ 
stincts to grab your attention,” 
he said. “In the same way that 
you can’t just walk into the 
groceiy store and buy whatever 
food that (your) desire for sugar 
and fat is telling you to buy, we 
have to engineer our media diet 
for ourselves.” 

While some may feel the 
need for an extended “digital 
fast,” Harris said another ap¬ 
proach is to make manageable 
adjustments in your daily life. 

“Something like 50 per cent 
of us sleep with our smart¬ 


phones on bedside tables. And 
when we wake up, the first 
thing that we think is: ‘What 
did I miss?’ instead of thinking: 
‘What will I do with my day?”’ 
Harris said. 

“Take that 30 or 40 minutes 
to say: ‘I’m not going to let my 
Twitter feed colonize my brain 
right away. I’m going to have 
a shower, I’m going to make a 
cup of coffee.’” 

Vancouver-based business 
and leadership coach Lauren 
Bacon said she’s not of the be¬ 
lief that individuals need to 
unplug completely to experi¬ 
ence mindfulness. “I do think 
cultivating consciousness and 
awareness of what our own 
priorities are, of what we really 
want out of a day, is kind of 
step one,” said Bacon. “We need 
to start there if we’re going to 
make any headway ... We need 
to be really clear on what mat¬ 
ters to us to get done in a day, 
what emails can afford to be left 
unread or unresponded to, and 
what interactions really do feed 
us and make us feel connected, 
versus what interactions are 
just kind of demanding and 
draining.” the Canadian press

I’ve always thought of my 
money in piles, separate and 
distinct, each with a purpose 
or a place: cash flow, emer¬ 
gency, planned spending and 
long-term saving. 

Cash flow 

Cash flow is your lceeping- 
it-together-money. It’s the 
money that comes in and goes 
out eveiy month to pay bills, 
buy food, and get you from 
hither to yon. Your budget is 
the framework for your cash 
flow. When you get paid, the 
money flows in. When you 
pay for something, the money 
flows out. 

If you don’t have a budget, 
you can’t possibly be manag¬ 
ing your cash flow. Sure, you 
may feel like you’re doing all 
right, but mental math is a 
sinkhole and it’s only a matter 
of time before you hurt your¬ 
self. If you want to be a master 
of cash flow, you’ll not only 
make a plan for how you’ll use 
your money (a budget), you’ll 
also use a spending journal to 
track your day-to-day money 
activities. 

Emergency pile 

Emergency is the money you 
set aside, just in case. You’re 
supposed to build your emer¬ 
gency pile up to six months’ 
worth of essential expenses,

The idea of piles of money 
is perhaps one of the most 
significant differences 
between the people who 
are successful at manag¬ 
ing their money and those 
that aren't. 

Having allo¬ 
cated money 
to a pile, a 
body isn't 
tempted 
to spend 
it on 
anything 
else. And 
having piles 
of money can 
be a lifesaver 
if you've 
got a mate

her hand off the money in 
the house account. Having 
moved the money out 
of sight, it's out of mind 
until you've got enough to 
make your purchase. 


which are the things that will 
keep body and soul together. 
And this money should be 
kept in a high-interest savings 
account so it’s easy to get at. 

I know it’s pretty popu¬ 
lar to think that putting that 
much money in a savings ac¬ 
count is stupid because you 
can’t earn enough to beat 
inflation, but that’s not the 
point of the emergency fund. 
The point is to have cash avail¬ 
able so that when some storm 
blows in, you have options to 
deal with it. No money, no op¬ 
tions. You’ll just have to suck 
it up. 

Planned spending pile 

Planned spending is what

most people 
never do. At the start 
of every year I look at what I 
spent on gifts the previous 
year, divide it by 12 and move 
that amount into my gift ac¬ 
count monthly. When the 
time comes to go shopping, 
I’m ready. 

Tons of stuff falls into the 
planned spending categoiy. 
From home maintenance to 
clothes for the kids, from 
vacations to that new couch 
you’ve been eyeing, if you 
have to accumulate money so 
you can make a purchase, it’s 
planned spending. 

If you don’t accumulate 
the money and plan to count 
on your credit cards or line 
of credit to get you what you 
want, you shouldn’t wonder 
at your growing debt and your 
sense that your money is wag¬ 
ging you! 


As to where to keep this 
pile of money and how to 
track it, I use a high inter¬ 
est savings account for each 
categoiy (savings accounts 
are free) and I name it so I’m 
not confused about what the 
money is for. 

Look for an account paying 
the best interest rate going 
so your money isn’t sitting 
completely idle. If you don’t 
want the hassle of multiple ac¬ 
counts, you can pile it all into 
one account and keep track 
of the various categories on a 
spreadsheet. 

Long-term saving pile 

Long-term saving is the 
money you don’t touch for a 
long, long, long, long, long 
time. It’s your retirement 
money. It may be your kids’ 
school money. This money is 


sacred, so 
you don’t dip into it for 
any reason. When you slide 
this money away, it’s gone, 
vamoosed, vanished until the 
end date when you need it. 

As long as you see savings 
as something you can tap 
should the need arise, the pre¬ 
vious three piles don’t seem 
as important. Shift your focus 
to keeping this money socked 
away no matter what, and 
you’ll soon see how important 
it is to manage your cash flow, 
have an emergency fund and 
plan your spending. 

If you can wrap your head 
around the idea of piles of 
money instead of one big 
pot, then you’re more likely 
to keep the amounts you al¬ 
locate for specific purposes 
intact.

Menial health Meditation 
may keep the brain young 


Preserving the brain’s most 
important tissue — the neuron- 
rich grey matter — could be 
accomplished through medita¬ 
tion, according to a new study 
at the University of California 
at Los Angeles. 

As early as the mid-to-late 
20s, the brain starts to show the 
effects of aging, as its volume 
and weight start to dwindle. 

Previous research has sug¬ 
gested that those who practise 
meditation have less age-relat¬ 
ed degradation in their white 
matter, so the UCLA team, 
whose study was published in 
the journal Frontiers in Psych¬ 
ology, sought to build on these 


findings. 

“We expected rather small 
and distinct effects located in 
some of the regions that had 
previously been associated with 
meditating,” says co-author Dr. 
Florian Kurth. “Instead, what 
we actually observed was a 
widespread effect of medita¬ 
tion that encompassed regions 
throughout the entire brain.” 

In the study, the team com¬ 
pared the brains of 50 partici¬ 
pants who had years of experi¬ 
ence in meditation with those 
of 50 more with none in order 
to understand the relationship 
between age and grey matter.

Musical 
training in youth keeps 
brain functioning longer 


Acing the video interview 



Learning how to play an instru¬ 
ment prior to age 14 and stick¬ 
ing with it for at least 10 years 
could preserve cognitive skills 
such as understanding human 
speech in old age, according 
to a new Canadian study from 
the Rotman Research Institute 
(RRI). 

Seniors who fit this de¬ 
scription of musical experi¬ 
ence were 20 per cent faster 
when identifying speech 
sounds than their non-musical 
counterparts, according to the 
study, which was published in 
the Journal of Neuroscience. 

“Musical activities are an 
engaging form of cognitive 
brain training and we are now 


The RRI study is the most re¬ 
cent of many that make the 
case for the brain benefits of 
musical training, particularly 
if it starts during youth. 

• While cognitive advan¬ 
tages are most frequently 
cited, researchers in Ver¬ 
mont recently published 
a study suggesting that 
musical training could be 
more effective than medi¬ 
cation for children with 
psychological disorders. 


seeing robust evidence of brain 
plasticity from musical train¬ 
ing not just in younger brains, 
but in older brains, too,” says 
lead author Gavin Bidelman, at 
the time a post-doctoral fellow 
at the RRI. Bidelman is current¬ 
ly an assistant professor at the 
University of Memphis. 

Dr. Bidelman and his team 
used electroencephalography 
(EEG) imaging to assess how 
well their participants — a 
group of 20 healthy adults 
aged 55 to 75 — could classify 
or identify speech. 

Among the participants, 
half qualified as being musi¬ 
cians according to the study’s 
standards and the other half 
did not. In a controlled lab- 
oratoiy setting, they put on 
headphones and were asked to 
listen to and identify random 
speech sounds that ranged 
from simple, single vowel 
sounds of “ooo” and “ahhh” 
to ambiguous, mixed sounds 
that were more difficult to rec¬ 
ognize. 

Because EEG technology 
offers ultra-precise measure¬ 
ments of the timing of the 
brain’s electrical activity in 
response to external stimuli, 
the researchers say they have 
strong evidence of the cog¬ 
nitive preservation musical 
training affords.

Do a test run 



The best thing you can 
do to prepare for your 
interview is to do a test 
run with a friend, using 
the same computer you 
will be using for the 
interview, in the same 
location and outfit you'll 
wear the day of the chat. 

• Doing a test run is a great 
way to prevent any tech¬ 
nical issues on the day of, 
and calm your nerves. 


are a few tips for nailing the 
onscreen interview: 

Location, location, location 

A professional setting with no 
visual distractions is essential 
for a successful video inter¬ 
view. Even an office or a clean 
bedroom can still be a distrac¬ 
tion to the interviewer: You 
want all eyes on you during 
your interview, and nothing 
in the background grabbing 
the attention. 

For the perfect setting, try 
to book a meeting room in 
your libraiy or school build¬ 
ing. If you must interview 
from home, it may be worth 
setting up a temporaiy “set” 
somewhere in the house with 
a blank wall in the background 
and no clutter or household 
items around. Choose a place 
that is well lit, preferably with 
natural light. It should also be 
completely quiet. 


• Make sure your friend can 
hear you clearly, that there 
is no lag in the video, that 
the lighting is fine and 
your outfit looks profes¬ 
sional and translates well 
on camera. Confirm that 
the Wi-Fi signal is strong 
enough so you won't need 
to worry about dropped 
calls. Have your friend 
watch for any ticks or 
habits you might have that 
look odd onscreen. 


Let family and roommates 
know that you have an inter¬ 
view and that absolute silence 
is required. Consider putting 
a sign on the door to remind 
people, just in case someone 
tries to come knocking. 

Professional appearance 

Professional attire is just as 
important on camera as it is 
in person. This means a com¬ 
plete outfit — no sweat pants 
on the bottom. 

Be mindful of your fashion 
choices. Small patterns, shim- 
meiy or sheer fabrics, and 
sparkly accessories appear 
differently on camera than in 
person. Opt for a more con¬ 
servative colour palette and 
make sure your top is a dif¬ 
ferent colour than your back¬ 
ground to avoid the appear¬ 
ance of a floating head. 

Dress the same way you 
would for an in-person inter¬ 


view at the company. If you 
were visiting their offices, 
would you wear a full suit? If 
so, then suit up for your on- 
camera appearance as well. 
Dressing up properly will 
help you “get into the zone” 
as well. 

Mind the time difference 

In many cases, if you are 
interviewing from a different 
location than the interviewer, 
there might be a time dif¬ 
ference. Confirm with your 
interviewer if they are in a 
different time zone, and don’t 
expect them to know your 
time zone. Keep this in mind 
when committing to an inter¬ 
view to make sure you don’t 
end up interviewing in the 
middle of the night. 

Cheat! 

One of the greatest advan¬ 
tages of doing a video inter¬ 
view instead of in-person is 
that you can cheat a little bit! 
You definitely don’t want to 
be reading notes verbatim, 
but you can definitely have a 
little cheat sheet with import¬ 
ant information to jog your 
memoiy up on the screen dur¬ 
ing your interview, without 
the interviewer noticing. 

Keep notes to a minimum 
though, limiting it to infor¬ 
mation that you often forget, 
or questions that you have 
prepared for the end of the 
interview. 

Consider keeping your re¬ 
sume on hand as well so you 
can refer to it if necessary.

Oilers offence runs 
dry to start road trip 



NHL. Loss in Toronto 
comes with snipers 
Hall and Pouliot out 
due to injury 


Getting blown out by the 
Toronto Maple Leafs was not 
how the Edmonton Oilers 
wanted to start a six-game, 
10-day road trip. The per¬ 
formance caught coach Todd 
Nelson off-guard after what 
he thought amounted to two 
days of strong preparation. 

Perhaps the lack of of¬ 
fence against the Leafs, and a 
few days earlier in a shutout 
loss at home against the Pitts¬ 
burgh Penguins, could have 
been anticipated. The Oilers 
have been without left-wing¬ 
ers Taylor Hall and Benoit 
Pouliot, who have combined 
for almost a quarter of their 
goals this season. 

“That’s an excuse, right? 
We’re not going to use it, 
but it is reality: We do miss 
those guys,” alternate captain 
Matt Hendricks said Saturday 
night after the 5-1 loss. “They 
play big minutes for us and 
are big offensive guys for us. 
But we’ve got to find ways to 
put pucks in the net.” 

Toronto kid Luke Gadzic 
finally did with 2.3 seconds 
left, but that functioned only 
to ruin James Reimer’s shut¬ 
out bid. It was the only goal 
in two games without Hall 
and Pouliot, who each have 
11 this season. 

Pouliot, out with an un¬ 
disclosed injury, skated in a 
track suit by himself at Air 
Canada Centre Saturday mor¬ 
ning and felt “not bad,” ac¬ 


cording to Nelson. Hall, who 
has missed five of the past six 
games with a left ankle in- 
juiy, isn’t ready to skate yet, 
the coach said. 

It’s unclear if Pouliot 
will be available for Mon¬ 
day night’s game at the New 
Jersey Devils, but at least he 
remains on the road trip. 
Hall returned to Edmonton 
on Sunday to undergo more 
tests, the team said. 

Without Hall and Pouliot, 
the Oilers still should have 
the offensive talent to put up 
some goals. 

“That was one of the more 


frustrating nights,” Jordan 
Eberle said. “In the second 
period I had a breakaway to 
make it 2-1, hit the post, they 
go down and score. I had a 
chance in the third period, 
got hooked a bit and they 
go down and score again. It 
wasn’t going in for us and go¬ 
ing in for them.” 

More of an issue for the 
Oilers was their defensive 
play, according to captain 
Andrew Ference, who wasn’t 
happy with how he and his 
teammates were slow to react 
defensively and didn’t move 
their feet. 


That’s usually not a re¬ 
cipe for success, especially 
on the road, where Edmon¬ 
ton will be for a while now 
with games coming up at the 
Devils, New York Islanders, 
Montreal Canadiens, Ottawa 
Senators and Winnipeg Jets. 

“You’re playing against 
good players and you have 
to do your job and take care 
of your own game to have a 
chance,” Ference said. “We 
didn’t do that. We stood 
around, we watched, we glid¬ 
ed around the ice and they 
took full advantage of it.”

and had played in only two NBA 
games. He provided energy 
with his play, then took it up 
a notch by flexing and beating 
his chest to exhort the crowd. 
At one point, he drew a stand¬ 
ing ovation. 

“I’m a pretty energetic guy, 
so usually the crowd gets into 
it,” he said. “I always hear loud 
fans cheering when I enter the 
game, even when I don’t score 
or anything like that. I ended 
up having a good game, and all 
I could do was get the crowd 
into it even more.” 

Westbrook said McGaiy has 
put in the time to be ready be¬ 
tween rehabbing and playing 
for the D-League Oklahoma 
City Blue.

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GSP continues to slam 
drug-testing program 


Former UFC welterweight 
champion Georges St-Pierre 
says the current drug-testing 
system in mixed martial arts 
urgently needs fixing. 

St-Pierre, a longtime ad¬ 
vocate for improved testing, 
spoke out in the wake of for¬ 
mer middleweight champion 
Anderson Silva testing positive 
for two steroids. 

The 33-year-old from Mont¬ 
real opted not to say much on 
Silva, saying it’s not his style to 
kick a man when he’s down. 

“I feel veiy sad for Ander¬ 
son Silva,” he offered. 

“I don’t want to talk about 
one individual, I want to talk 
about the system. The system 
is a big problem in the sport 
of mixed martial arts ... It’s 
something that I believe the 
UFC and fighters should con¬ 
front and deal with it. Because 
if you don’t deal with it right 
now, it’s going to get worse 
and worse and worse.” 

MMA needs to model itself 
after Olympic sports, he said. 

“They have random testing 
and the testing is done by a 
competent and an independ¬ 
ent organization (the World 
Anti-Doping Association) that 
has no interest financially in 
the promotion of (the sport),” 
he told The Canadian Press. 

MMA drug testing is usually 



carried out by state or provin¬ 
cial athletic commissions. The 
Nevada State Athletic Commis¬ 
sion, for example, carried out 
the out-of-competition test on 
Silva in California last month. 

That test was paid by the 
UFC, given that Silva was pre¬ 
paring for UFC 183. 

Commissions traditionally 
take a percentage of the gate 
of fight cards they oversee. 
Nevada, for example, gets six 
per cent of the total gross re¬ 
ceipts from admission fees, 
plus three per cent of the first 
million dollars and one per 
cent of the next $2 million 
of total gross receipts from 
broadcasting rights. 

In Nevada, that money goes 
into the state’s general rev¬ 
enue fund. THE CANADIAN PRESS
